Tlio Grouse Creek Imbroglio'. 
Tho return of tlio Governor from 
Cariboo confirms tho lamentable ac- 
counts previously received of his Ex*, 
cellenoy's doings thoro, A moat hui 
miliating compromise lias boon made 
with a band of men who had taken up 
arms to rosist tho duo execution ot tho 
lawB. Tlio wholo civil power of tho 
Government has boon successfully do 
fied. The solemn doeisiou of a legally 
constituted law court has beon thrust 
aside in obedience to tho demands of 
a mob. The prestige of British insti- 
tutions, sufficient heretofore to awe 
tho most desperate characters into at 
least sullen obodionce, is gono. His 
Excolloncy's visit has resulted not only 
in failure but in disgrace. IIo had no 
business with compromising or arbU 
tratiug. His duty was toontorco tho 
law. That is what ho was sent here 
for — that is what ho is paid for. Ho 
had no powor to order a now trial ; 
and, above all, ho had no right to 
stoop from his high position to hold 
intercourse with tho men who daily 
and hourly wore sotting at defiance 
the sworn officers of tho Grown. Wo 
tromblo for tho future good order of 
tho Colony if so weak and temporizing 
a man as Govern or Seymour is des- 
tined to long remain at tho head of its 
affairs. 

The Overland Route. 



RUSSIAN AMERICA: 
Its Climate, Resources and History. 



Wo are happy to inform our readers 
that Mr Waddington's efforts to open an 
overland communication with Canada 
have so far not been altogether unavail- 
ing. An active correspondence on the 
subject has, it appears, been carried on 
for some months with Canada through 
Dr Powell of this city, who has had tho 
kiudness to forward Mr Waddington's 
views and statements, and have them 
backed there by influential parties favor- 
able to tho undertaking. These gentle- 
men havo taken up the matter warmly, 
and the moment being favorable, it has at 
length been carried through, as will be 
be seen by the following paragraph re- 
ceived by this mail and communicated 
by Mr Waddington. It is taken from the 
Norfolk Reformer oi June 27th, published 
in Simcoe, Canada. 

ROUTE FltOM LAKE SUPERIOR, 

" §55,900 was appropriated by an order 
in Council, on Saturday, from the Upper 
Canada Colonization Fund, for the open- 
ing of a road from Lake Superior to lied 
River settlement. The amount is to be 
expended as follows : Thunder Bay to 
Dog L-iko, 25 miles, §35,000; dams at 
the outlet of Dog Lake. $(3,000 ; Jour- 
dan's Rapids to tlio depot on Savannc 
River, 11 miles, $9,000; clearing out 
flood wood in Savanno Rives, $1,000; 
8nperintendehcies and contingencies, 
$-1,000. The road and navigation thus 
opened up will terminate within TO miles 
of Rainy Lake, whence the navigation is 
uninterrupted, except by a short portage 
at Francis, to the Lake or the Woods, 
about 00 miles from Fort Garry.'' 

Tho importance of this step can hardly 
bo sufficiently appreciated by cur popula- 
tion, for with the 9U miles of road from 
the Lake of the Woods to Fort Garry, 
w]ydi the Red River Settlement have 
'offered to contribute, and the portion of 
railroad guaranteed by tho English Gov. 
eminent, the line of communication on the 
other side of the continent between Fort 
Garry and Halifax Will bo completed. 
On this side Mr Waddington has under- 
taken tho portion from Bute Inlet to the 
Month of Quesnelle, and it only remains 
to open the road from the Upper Frascr 
through the Yellow Head Pass, as pro- 
posed by Sir James Douglas, and that 
over the plains to the bend of the North, 
Saskatchewan below Brozearj river, in all 
200 miles, in order to have a communica- 
tion with Fort Garry by n lino of steam- 
boat navigation 1,2 19 miles long ! This 
achieved, the whole lino will ho open be- 
tween Bute Inlet and Halifax, consisting 
as Mr Waddington informs us, of

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During our four days' stay at Sitka tho 
thermometer in Ihoopen air rnngod Irom 48 to 
C2; tbo temperature of the eoa was 51 and the 
weather mild and genial. Wo were told these 
wero tho first Cno days they had experienc- 
ed and wero looked upon as tho commence* 
meat of summer. Tho olimato, ulihough 
somewhat an extreme one, is howevor much 
milder tban on tho same parallel o! tho 
oast coast of America, thoro being a differ-, 
onco of at least 8 degrees in favor o! Iho 
Pacific coast, lha winters being milder but 
tho aummois shorter and less warm. This 
may be accounted for by tho provniling south 
westerly winds ot winter and tho S H and N 
\Vof8ummer, which aro tempered, in the 
one caso by passing over a largo extent ol 
ocean, and in Iho other, by the snowy raimea, 
and to the existence of a warm current cquiv" 
alent to the Gulf Stream in tho Atltinlio, 
impirjging oti this coast from Japan, and 
which, according to Sir J. Hersohell, " has its 
focus in latitudo 50 N, longitude 141 W, not 
far from Sitku in Russian America. Its ex- 
cess of temperature being 9 degrees, sufficient 
to afford the wholo coiiBt from Vancouver 
Island northward to the Aliashan Peninsula, 
a chmato 7 detrroes warmer than the normal 
one, an advantage equivalent to that of a 
transfer from North Icolnnd to Now Halifax, 
and whioli forms a most important considera- 
tion as regards tho future fortunoaof the new 
colonies of Vancouver Island and New Culu- 
donia (British Columbia)." A meterologioal 
and magnetic obsurvalory exists on an island 
opposite tho town of Sitka, where observations 
have been carefully taken for many years. 
The results ol last year furnish a pretty good 
general idea of the olimato. 

Monthly Record ol Observations taken at the Observatory 
ot Now Archangol (Sitka), Temperature reduced from 
Reaumur to Fsbronholt L.-alo. 
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It will be soen from the table that there 
is a considerable amount of rainfall, indeed 
alone; the whole of the coast from Metlukath- 
la Dovthward it rains six days out of the 
seven throughout tho jear, and in conse- 
quence ol the high temperature of tho 6en. 
logs are of very frequent occurronce, Tho 
winter may bo said to oimmonce at the oral 
of September and last until tho middle of 
April. Itesidonts nil conour in saying that 
the climate of Sitka is every year becoming 
milder, and that 8 or 9 jeara ago, where 
blocks of ice were r!ug out of the har- 
bor, now it barely freezes to n depth of more 
than 4 or 5 inches, and severe frost does not 
last for more than thrco or four weeks at a 
stretch. The Isothormal lino of 41 cuts tho 
west coast near Si ka and pas ing across the 
contioont emerge* on tho opposite eido at 
Halifax, the difference of climate in favor of 
tho Pacific side almost amounting lo a dim- 
inution of 4 or 5 degnes of latitude on the 
same meridian. A comparison betweeo 
Siika and other places on Ibe Pacific coast, 
and one on the same parallo! on tho Atlantic, 
will give the best idea of the nature ol the 
climate. 
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But although the climate is not so cold as 
in u sim lar latitude on the east ooasi, it is 
yet too cold to admit of agricultural opera- 
tions aud wo beliovo it will bo found that 
iho extremo end of Qaeeo Chnrloilo Island 
forms the northern limit of the zone ol ce- 
real cultivation on this coast ; whether from 
tho coldness of the spring or latonesa of the 
summer, the amount of heat necessary for 
growth and fructification ts not afforded, 
added to which tho extreme moisture is such 
that even at Metlakathla the cultivation ol 
gruin has been a failure. Potatoes, turnip?, 
carrots, lettuce anii other hardy vegetables 
thrive in the gardens about Sitka, but nothing 
beyond th s fins been attempted or is likely 
to be successful if it. were. The various 
wild berries and fruit found in Vancouver 
Island exist here also in profusion, and con- 
stitute a large .proportion of Indian dietary. 
The bulb of a lily (tho Lillium Komskitensis) 
is largely used both by the Indian atui 
white population as a vegetable, under tho 
name of Indian rice. Several varieties ol 
pines make their appearance here, such as 
the Sitkn, Oriental, Inops, C'emhra, none ol 
which, however, are of any economical value, 
being stunted and worthless. Tho only 
ttee3 made use of being the hemlock ami 
yellow cypress, (Nootka) of tho latter ol 
which all the houses in Sitka aro built, 
while dwatf varieties ol maple, crab apple, 
dogwood, j.uniper, oak, alder etc., form 
iho scrubby undergrowth of the woods in 
tho neighborhood of tho town, Tho harbor 
is a fine one, with considerable depth of water 
and well protected by the numerous islets in 
Iront forming a natural breakwater. Some ot 
iheso no doubt will at a future day bo tho 
site of ducks and wharves, aod adapted for 
the fitting out of whalers, situated as limy 
uro in the neighborhood of valuable QabiDg 
grounds, Tho rise and fall of the tides also will 
conduce very materially to the futuro mari- 
time importance of the placo, the rise and fall 
of tho lido being much moro extensive than 
given on the chart, whoro it is stated at from 
6 to 7 feet, but in reality ranges from 15 to 
2:">, and sometimes as high ub 31 foet. During 
•Juno and July the lidos are low, and in April 
high, more especially with a S. \V . wind. 

A great variety ol Eah aro to be caught all 
along the coast, includin.: cod, halibut, sal- 
mon, herring, didereut varieties of rock fish, 
sturgeon, &o., and at present a considerable 
amount of dried halibut, cud und eulmnn aro 
exported by tho Company. 01 course, the 
whaling grcunds also are to be taken into 
account, the warm cuirents bringin i medufte, 
tho food of the whale, and attracting them to 
this coast in great numbers, Toe most 
valuable produot, however, at present is the 
lurs, many of them from this coust being of a 
-uporior qnaliiy, and olheis not found at ul! 
elsewhere, ouch as the sea otter, tho fur of 
which is of a beautiful lexltiro and much 
prized in China and Japan. Those skins uro 
principally procured by Aleutian Islanders, 
who go out in their small skin canoes 
( liuidars), and either not or spear them. 
The value of a good skin in England is about 
£40. The next in value arc the black ami 
si vi r fox, a good specimen fetching from .£10 
to £12. Tlio fur soul is also found on the 
Island of St; Paul's, tho fur ol which id of a 
ihiok, woolly texture and highly valued, and 
formerly much used (or making oops nod 
traistooals, Tbey are polygamous in Ihoir 
hobiis, one male jealously guarding 40 to 00 
fo'males. They make trieir appuarunceon 
thi.i Islr.nd for ti few weeks in May, ihoir 
visit being apparently owing to the interest- 
ing condition ol tho females. A certain pro- 
portion of iho males are selected and killed, 
otherwise if Ihe slaughter was intlisoriminaio 
tha animals would entirely disappear. Tho 
i-k inn aro all prepared previous to being ex- 
ported, the laborers employed in this being 
Aleutians. Tho furs are boulon with twigs, 
washed, pressed, slretched on frames, trimmed 
and sown together and made ready lor tlio ■ 
market. They aro taen packed in largo hogs- 
heads, being previously sprinkled with sJ 



strong infusion of tobacco in rum to act au a 
preventive from insects. 

The mineral resources it is impossible to 
estimate? at present; very little of the coun- 
try hnB ever been explored, oven two miles 
ouiBide tho town of Sitka is quite as much a 
terra incognita as it was in the days of Cook 
or Vancouver, a d indeed genorally very 
little more is known of even tho coast line 
sinco those titn s. Coal oxists'of an anthra- 
cite nnturo in the Siika Archipelago, but of 
such a shattered und slutoy character as 
practically to ho of no account, the geological 
for ma tire being of a motumorphio oburacter 
and Sillurian ago. Silver has also been found 
within about five miles of Sitka, but I met no 
ono who had ever seen tho place, ami hoard 
it epoken of as a vague myth. Virgiu 
copper also has been wrought by tho Indians 
ol the Stiekon, somo of them having copper 
crests formed by batnmorlog out tho motal 
into the form of a pinto Fur some yeais 
past about a dozen met) have okid out a 
wretched cxistonco by washing on tho 
ban of tho Stieken for gold, but tho pro 
cious motal has only beon hilherto found 
Within ihe British lines. The proper mining 
season does not last more thou lour months 
— winter begins in October aud ends in April 
— but in tho winter tlicy go higher up tho 
river, and arriving at a gulch tbey light firos 
and melt tho snow down, which is of an 
average depth of 7 ot 8 leot, aud then on- 
deavor !o " pan out." They aro entirely do- 
pendent lor supplies on the II. B. Company's 
steamer Otter, going down to tho mouth of 
tho rivor to await her arrival. Tho river is 
about ball a mile broad, and is navigable to 
river steamers about 150 miles.and as it pur- 
sues a very winding courso, about 110 miles 
of this are in the 30-mile Btrip belonging to 
Russian America, Nearly at the boundary lino 
a canyon of about Jj, a mile in length occurs. 
Tho volumo ol water this river discharges 
is considerable, as in passing about ttn miles 
oil from tho mouth tho eea wua discolored, 
and the specific gravity of tho water fell 
Irom 1:020 to 1:014, and the temperature from 
51 lo 47°, the latter, no doubt, caused by t' o 
melting of iho snow, Tho country at tho 
mouth consists cf low islands, with wooded 
scrubby pine, while bohind rise masses ol 
srapreac rock, bald, serrated and covered with 
snow and bunked by log, having no agricul- 
tural laud and valueless except lor its 
peltry. Tho Stieken Indians (ecu 
ooasi) now only muster about 300 living in 
u village at the mouth, whilo the Stick (in* 
torior) do not reckon more than 150, and aie 
lust dying out Irom disease, infanticide vio- 
lence und exposure. The Indians occupying 
the islands and coast lino Irom Stieken up 
to Mount St. Elias, from lat. 55 to 59, 
speak tho same language and havo similar 
traditions and customs. They all more or less 
carry out heraldic devices (crests), burn their 
dead, hold numerous slaves, and are equally 
tierce and tuibulcnt. In physical characler- 
isties they resemble tho natives of tho 
neighboring continent, and are uptly de- 
scribed by Huxley as mongoloids, their origin 
leaving no doubt in one's mind as to an 
eastern immigration. The Stiekens, like the 
Cbympseana, are divided into seven tribes, 
and, as a rule, marry out of tho clun. Tha 
various tribes on the islands and along tho 
coast urs culled by local names, such as the 
Tuugass, Taco, Siicken, Henega (Prince of 
Wales I-dand), Koyou (Cupo Decision), El- 
kinoo (Chatham Siruiis), Arlto ar.d Kuke ol 
fPredric Sound), Hudsonhoo ( Hoods Bay). 
Chilcat CSitka), Sacoulats (near Mount St. 
Elias), and aro supposed in all to number 
about 0500 ; to tbo north of this the Aleutian 
Islanders and Esquimaux come in, ihe latter 
of which occupy t ho peninsula of Alaska and 
ihe banks of the Youcon, perhaps the largest 
river of e : lher the I wo continents on the Pa- 
cific coast, and which is said to be navigable 
for upwards of 1 200 milos, having an 
average breadth of about a mile. The In- 
dians of ihe coast and islands north to Mount 
St, Elias hava never been thoroughly sub- 
ject', d to the Russians, but havo remained 
independent and from time to time given 
ihem a good doul of trouble. Tho inhabi- 
tants of the Aleutian I lands, Kodiak and 
'Kuriie have been regarded as subjects, and 
all iho adult males between iho uges of 18 
and 50 are liable to bo compelled to servo the 
Company, while loose of Cook's Inlet aud 
King William Sound have paid, a yearly tax 
in furs. 

The rise nnd progress of the Russian Com-, 
pany is rather interesting, In tho early part 
of 170 ( \ although the Russians hud n rich 
fur trade on the opposite Asiatic side, nothing 
was k< own ol the American coast until 1742, 
when Reining discovered the Aleutian archi- 
pelago, and made tho coast under .Mount St. 
Elins, and alter enduring greut privations 
died on tho evo of the return voyage. The 
account of the voyage was written by Steller, 
the surgeon, whoso name is now associated 
so intimately with the natural history of the 
coast ami become familiar to naturalists almost 
as a ' household word.' His narration hud 
the effect on its publication of inducing numer 
ous private adventurers to collect furs on this 
coast, which wore taken to Siberia and found 
their way into China through tho frontier, 
being I here exchanged for lea, silks &o. Tho 
great impetus, however, to this trade was 
given by the account of Cook's Discoveries, 
made known in 1780, where for the first lime 
correct bydrographic details, combined with 
scioutilio information, were given and the 
abundance of the fur-bearing animals de- 
sciibed. and their value, which was accident* 
ally discovered by the men on calling io at 
Clinton on the way homo finding that tho old 
skins they hud been in the habit ol wearing 
lor warmth were there a mine of wealth. A 
company was got up in Siberia which, in 
1781!, had Kodiak lor its head-quarters, and 
17U8 tbo Uovernmonl endowed ihem with 
considerable privileges ami gave Ihem ti 
lease of Russian America north ol lat. 55. 
lu 171)0 Sitku was made the capital, the first 
Governor of which was Baruoff, niter whom 
tho inland is named. No important change 
took pluco up lo 1821, the Russians occupy- 
ing nudispu'ud pos-ossien of the coa9t north 
of 55, iho English forming settlements in the 
country drained by Ihe Eraser, whilo the 
Americans wero doing Iho same lu the regions 
of tho Columbia. In 1821, however, in con- 
sequence it wits stated of American and 
other adventurors distributing arms, spirit 
nous liquors to the Indians und o'horwisa 
interfering in the monopoly of tho trade, u 
ukaio vvus issued by the Emperor prohibiting 
foreigners from approaching within 100 miles 
ol Iho coast north of 51. This led io u long 
diplomatic correspondence with America und 
England, which terminated by a treaty with 
Amer ica in 1824, aud with England In 1825, 
by which it was established "that the 
lino of demarcation upon tho coast ol 
the continent and islands of America to 
the northwest should bo drawn Irora the 
Bouthermost point ol Prince of Walos Island 
in the latitudo of 54 deg 40 ruin to Iho groat 
inlei in the e ntinent called Portl.md Canal, 
und along tho middle of that inlet tj the 
5 f j l I i degree of latitude, thence following iho 
summit ol tho moi mains bordering Ihe 
coast within ten leagues north. westward to 
Mount St Eiias nnd thence north in tho 
course of the 14 1st meridian west from 
Creonwioh to lha Frozen Ocean, which lino, 
Miys iho treaty, shall form tho limit between 
ihe Russian nnd tho British Possessions on 
tho continent of America io the northwest' 
It being also agreed that "l/ie British should 
for ci'cr havo the ri^hi to navigate any 
stream flowing into the Pao'fln from the 
interior unross tho line of demarcation." 
Nothing further occurred until 1834 when 
Huron Wraugell, the governor ol Russian 
America forcibly opposed tho Hudson Bay 
Company's vessels going up the Stieken to 
erect u fort in tho interior. This led lo a 
long litigation nnd wtis at last compromised 
by tin agreement botween tho two ooun.iiuies 
by which it was agreed that Iho Hudson 
Ray Company wero lo have Iho monopoly ol 
supply Ing Iho forts in Russian America with 
butter, flour, and other articles of produce 



from their farms in Oregon, nnd also that 
for iho consideration ol nu anuual payment 
of 2000 land otter flttns the coast extend-, 
ing from Iho purallol of 54 deg 40 min 
northward to Cape Spencer wasle«sed to tho 
Hudson Bay Company for ton years from tho 
1st of June, 1810, tho Hudson Buy Corns 
puny withdrawing their claim for £50,000 
daumges; This continued until 1813 when 
owing to Iho gold excitement tho Hudson 
Buy Company found themselves unable to 
fulfill their oontruot of supplying tho forts 
with provisions and anew treaty was entered 
into for curtain money payments [about 
£2000 a ycurj renewed again for ten years in 
1859 und which will expire this year. In 
the meantime in 18GG certain petitions had 
boon sent to the American Senate from 
pcoplo in the State of California ur.d Wash- 
ington asking iho Government to obtain somo 
favorable concessions relutiva to whaling 
and also Irom a company in Sun Franoisco 
desirous of cutting out the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany, und obtaining a lease of the coast line 
offering in consideration of a twenty five years 
loose to pay tho Russian Company 5 per 
cent on the gross proceeds of their trans- 
uotions. 'I ho Hod •e n Hay Company also 
were at this time applying for a renewal 
of their lease but tho usturo representative 
of America at St Petersburg in ono I 1 
his dispatches intimated that as regard.! 
tho Russian Company " they holievu that 
they will get off with tho Hudson Bay 
Company if they can." Such correspon- 
dence as this we know ended in the 
ultimate purchase. As regards the luturo ol 
tbo now territory, ire believe that tho fur 
trado will for some lime bo tho most luota- 
tivo, but if thrown open generally in courso 
of n fow years this source ol wealth will 
cease to exist aB wo soo is the case in 
the Snalto country, Idaho and Molanu. 
Next in importance are Ibe fisheries. Silh i 
will bo an excellent harbor lor whalers to 
refit in, and po sibiy considerable mineral 
w.allh may be disclosed. Tho country 
however, neither as regards climate nor soil 
is an agricultural one : and unless by that 
class commonly known 'as mountain men' is 
not likely to be much colooiz .'d. These men 
oonstituting a large oloment in all Ih; rushes 
to new places, and leaving a country as it 
gol.i settled, loving restless ppiiits, Iho 
pioneers of now countries, always moving on, 
inured lo toil and danger, content with lew 
accessaries und scorning luxuries, who prefer 
the deep shadows of woods and rocks to the 
softer effect of cultivation and to whom 

" The wolf's long howl from O-uanlaska'u ahoro" 
is much more musical than village bells 
or railway whistles. The war has relieved 
many of those and to thorn in the capacity 
of hunters and trappers the occupation of 
tho country will no doubt be left lb. many 
years to come. 

Letter from Legh Harnett. 



Barkebvillb, Caiuiioo, July 31, 1867. 

Iu my loiter last week to tho , I had 

Q) time to say anything about the country, 
uor havo I time this week to do more than 
glanco at it casually. British Columbia, 
proper, appears to me to begin at the mouth 
of the Thompson river, and thence to Cari- 
boo, is one vast rcpo.vitory of mineral wealth, 
Foremost in reliability, though not for im- 
mediate use, is tho copper formation, pre- 
cisely tho sumo in extent, cast and wesi, 
for twenty-five miles, us in California, while 
the veins generally are better developed here 
than thero. Following llicso veins in a 
linear course, a little east of south, they will 
he found to intersect Hope district. I am 
inclined, therefore, to the opinion, as silver is 
generally found in connection with copper at 
first, that no silver will be found at Hope, 
irore particularly. If I rightly understand the 
position of the tunnel commenced there for 
silver, it would bo impossible to bring Hope 
within ihe linear coutso of tho Cherry Greek 
veins. So far as I havo seen, the different 
formaliors in their divisions and sub- 
divisions agree exactly with the sarno in Cnl- 
ifornia. Hence t ho best gold and silver veins 
will be found ea-t of the copper system, 
commencing a few miles above ihe mouth of 
tho Thompson and extending ea=t beyond the 
Cornwall ranch. Prom Ibat lino I should 
travel east for grot! gold nnd silver veins. 
Ot' ih ir existence in this country precisely 
as they aro lound in California I havo now 
no doubt at all. If one division ol tbo great 
California mineral formation is found correct, 
arid the copper formation is most unquestion- 
ably, then it is not unreasonable to conclude 
the others will be found equally correct, for 
their creation and continuity ate governed 
by eternal laws that know no change and no 
chance. Such wero my observations as I 
traveled so far through the mineral regions. 
My observations since assure mo that my 
labors will ba both successful and useful, 
and that within a Very short period tho gold 
veins on Canyon Creek, at:d tho silver veins 
on Cherry Crook, will bo as valuable and 
distinguished as any California or Nevada 
can boast. 

AUIUFEBOUS I, ODES. 

Tho deposits of gold formed and governed 
by Iho action ol the water, instead of elec- 
tricity ai in veins, are, of coure, more diffi- 
cult to find, and afterwards to follow, than 
ull others. There is, howover, bat ono safe 
theory by which to determine their course, 
and that is to judge ol tho past by the 
present water channels, The miners hero 
aro now directing their attention lo this 
matter and making the most correct observa- 
tions; Hetiso many new deposits nro being 
discovered in their search Cor old ones, which, 
though they may not enrloli tho individual to 
tho same extent us formerly, yet the com- 
munity will bo infinitely more prosperous; 
because when men aro satisfied with and able 
to work S10 ground, there will be much 
mora gold taken out than ever. This happy 
period is rapidly approaching j and from it, 
in my opinion, the same effect will be seen 
in British Columbia as was soe.i in California 
—a new era of nnthought of and lasting 
prosperity. These auriferous lends in this 
oouutry ore, I think, moro determined in 
their courso than in many parts ol Califor- 
nia, and in a short time will not bo moro ex- 
pensive to work. From Lytlon to Cariboo 
you hear mon every day lull ing of ground 
that will pay with a propor hydraulic appar- 
atus ; and I cannot for a moment, judging 
from the general formation, hesitate to eon- 
linn their Btatement8i I know no purl of 
California which cobtainB so extensive and 
uniform gravel formations ns I Hud here, of 
which no\hinij is yet known. When wo ro„ 
member that much oi the din washed id 
California by hydraulic methods, tako for in- 
Blanco tho greut ' blue lead.' only pays wntor 
money or thereabout, and that gold is only 
found in quantity OB tbo bed rock is np* 
proaobedi I cannot but be assured llial tho 
application of thu 'great system' of gold min- 
ing will produce tho same results hero ns 
elsewhere Noiihor is thero a greator difii- 
cully in obtaining a sufficient supply ol 
wator. if m.- ■ employed to in» 



troduce it. Tho greut obstacle io the way of 
hydraulio mining in Cariboo ot present is the 
want of iron pipes. The freight, it is true, 
would bo enormous, But cannot they be 
manufactured at Soda Creek or Qucsnel- 
mouth und then fioighied by water to Cot- 
tonwood liver, to which place, I understand, 
tho Eraser is navigable ? That would only 
leave fifty milos of land carriage over a por« 
lion of tho road always in good order, and 
rodueo the expense materially. However, 
with necessity will come tbo remedy ; difficul- 
ties will vanish before enterprise ; money will 
bring capital ; but if this Bhould not bo so 
soon ns I anticipate. I have only to look 
round a radius of ten miles from Barkorvillo 
to feel satisfied that the spirit which lins 
done such wonders already and done them bo 
well without outside aid, will be true to 
itsolf and finish nobby what it hns com- 
menced nobly. Tho miners of Cariboo de« 
serve all praise, encouragement, and support, 
I am amazed at tho extent and character of 
their past labors ; and 1 run glad to be nblo 
to say I am equally amazed at the exteDt 
and character of their futuro prospects. You 
need have no doubt of the gold fields of 
Cariboo. Tho richest harvest has yet to bo 
gathered. 

AORIOULTOBK, 

The configuration of this country is very 
singular, it eeoms so strange to find a couu- 
try expand into euch grund dimensions ns 
you travol from the sea board. But it's just 
right, although a reversion ol tho gcnoral 
order of things. Wo find the first thing to 
occupy tho attention of the Canadian Parlia- 
ment is the admission of this Colony into 
tho Confederation. No doubt it will be 
admitted. What then ? Tho configuration 
of this country is prosisely what the wunts ol 
man in that event require. I have long felt 
that ono overland routo cannot bo sufiieien t . 
fir the great nation springing up on tho 
Pacific Coast. Thoro must ba a Northern 
ono us well us Southern; Now you eeo os 
tho future emigration crosses tho Reeky 
Mountains, their pilgrimage is ended ; in- 
stead of having six hundred miles further to 
travel ns in California. Mining, farming, 
stock raising are opon to them to chooso bo- 
twesn at once, with ample prospects in each 
to invite immediate eottlemomt. I know co 
portion of California, except ono or two of 
its favored spots, that can compote with 
British Columbia in these respects. To day 
from Lillooct to Soda Crock, North and 
South, and how far East and West I do not 
know, it is a perfect garden, full of agricul- 
tural and pastoral wealth, fruits and vega- 
tuble8 of splendid churactcr, pastrarago and 
natural hay, in endless profusion— crops of 
wheat and barley that would do credit lo 
any country What impious trash to talk of 
this country dying out 1 Let these things bo 
made known through your columns in Eng- 
land, Canada, California, everywhere, con- 
stantly, vigorously, and you will do moch 
towards helping your country to take that 
pluce amidst Ibe great nations springing up 
so. rapidly on tho glorious old Pacific, to 
which sho is so justly entitled. That eccm 
to me tho higher duty of the Press instead of 
wrangling ever the dry bones of political 
issues that, are dead.

Accident to tub Alexandra! — On Satur- 
day afternoon, tho Hudson Bay Company's 
slernwaeol atoamor Alexandra, on her way 
from New Westminster to Vietoiia' had a 
plate blown off ono of her boilers, when oil 
Ten Mile Point. Tho explosion was an- 
accompanied by noise, batdenso olond of 
Btenra rising from the lower deck, filled the 
passengers [among whom were several 
ladies,] with consternation, and caused 
an impression to prevail that the vessel was 
on fire. The boats wore lowered, but as the 
volume of steam gradually lessened, the 
alarm of the passengers subsided, and ns tho 
Bteamer floating a helpless mass on the water 
Mr Ilardesty, the purser, was despatched to 
Victoria for assistance. Only one man, an 
Indian, wis injured. He was standing near 
the boiler at the time, and wa3 dreadfully 
scalded about the head, body, and limbs, 
besides inhaling tho steam. Tbe explosion 
was caused by a defective plate in the bot- 
tom of one of iho boilers, which was b'otvn 
out, anil through tho aperture tho water 
escaped and drowned the fires. The steamer 
Isabel, dipt Stamp, got up steam and at 
. onco proceeded to the relief of tho distress- 1 
ed vessel, reaching her at 10 o'clock. The 
Alexandra had drifted to the south-east of 
Zero Rock, some five miles north of the 
scone of the accident. She was towed into 
the harbor at two o'clock yesterday morning, 
and will bo nt once repaired. A most 
remarkable oiroumslanco connected with the 
accident that is the boiler b of the s'eemar 
were tested at Now Westminster, on Satur- 
day morning, and withstood a pressure ol 
110 pounds, while at Iho lime of Iho explo- 
sion thoro was a pressure of only 80 pounds.
